ANNUAL  REPORT  1948 


There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  boundaries  of 
the  three  districts  during  the  year.  The  occupation  and 
social  conditions  are  materially  the  same  as  those  existing 
in  the  previous  year.

In  each  of  Wivenhoe  and  West  Mersea  there  is  one  fully 
qualified  Sanitary  Inspector,  each  of  whom  is  also  Surveyor 
to  the  District.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


During  the  year  the  responsibility  for  the  immunising 
of  infants  and  young  children  was  transferred  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  (the  County  Council).  This  did  not  alter 
in  any  way  the  facilities  which  had  been  provided  by  Local 
Councils.  The  same  methods  of  propaganda  to  persuade 
parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  early  have  been 
used.  The  methods  are  effective  and  most  parents  consent 
to  the  protection  being  given  to  their  children.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supplies  of  the  various  areas  have  been 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality.  The  levels  at  the 
Pumping  Stations  are  carefully  watched  as  there  is  some 
anxiety  owing  to  the  tendency  of  these  levels  to  fall. 

Lexden  &  Winstree  is  adequately  provided  with  means  of 
adding  to  their  public  supply  from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks 
Company.  i 

Wivenhoe  Urban  District  is  in  a  more  difficult  position 
as  alternative  supplies  do  not  exist  and  cannot  be  obtained 
without  a  major  scheme. 

West  Mersea  supply  is  satisfactory  at  the  present  time, 
but  this  can  be  augmented  when  Lexden  &  Winstree  have 
completed  their  scheme  of  supply  to  East  Mersea.  This  scheme 
however,  is  not  likely  to  be  started  for  several  months. 

Where  public  supplies  are  ih  operation  they  are  chlorinated. 

In  West  Mersea  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  connected  to 
the  mains  is  826  supplying  a  population  of  1931.  The  number 
of  dwelling  houses  relying  on  standpipes  is  38  with  a 
population  of  79.  In  addition,  12  houses  with  a  population 
of  44  derive  their  water  from  the  Lexden  &  Winstree  supply  at 
Abberton,  and  are  situated  north  of  the  Strood. 

In  Wivenhoe  18  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  mains, 
bringing  up  the  number  of  properties  supplied  to  647  houses 
with  a  population  Of  1903,  whilst  155  houses  with  a  population 
of  402  are  supplied  by  standpipes. 
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In  Lexden  &  Winstree  extensions  to  water  mains  have 
been  made  at  West  Bergholt  (350  yards),  Tiptree  (170  yards), 
and  Dedham  (100  yards,  400  yards  &  860  yards).  These  latter 
have  been  made  by  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company, 

The  number  of  new  connections  to  the  Council’s  mains 
were  259  and  to  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company’s 
mains  9,  making  a  total  of  268.

HOUSING 

The  difficulty  in  satisfying  applicants  for  houses  still 
persists,  and  the  supply  does  not  overtake  the  demand.  The 
accommodation  provided  on  the  airfields  has  improved  the  position, 
but  they  are  not  all  that  could  be  desired.  Considerable 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  on  the  airfields  in  making  the 
accommodation  water-tight  or  free  from  condensation,  and  this 
has  given  rise  to  numerous  complaints  of  damp  clothing  and  bedding. 
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With  regard  to  the  Rural  Housing  Survey;  the  following

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Disposal  Works  are  in  operation  at  Wivenhoe,  West  Mersea, 
Tiptree,  Dedham,  and  also  at  the  three  aerodrome  sites  used  for 
temporary  housing,  namely  Birch,  Wormingford  and  Wakes  Colne. 

In  addition,  a  small  unsatisfactory  roadside  plant  exists  at 
Layer  Breton  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water.  At  Rowhedge  the 
parish  is  drained  to  a  pumping  Station,  thence  it  is  pumped  to 
the  head  of  the  Colchester  sewer  by  arrangement  with  the 
Colchester  Corporation. 

There  were  no  extensions  to  the  sewer  at  West  Mersea,  but 
certain  works  were  carried  out  to  the  channels  at  the  disposal 
works;  these  had  deteriorated  during  the  frosts  and  led  to 
flooding  of  the  works. 

At  Wivenhoe  a  length  of  sewer  80  ft.  was  relaid. 
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In  Lexden  &  Winstree  new  sewers  were  laid  at  Tiptree 
(526  yards)  and  at  Dedham  (98  yards).

Details  of  this  outbreak  follow. 
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Food  Poisoning  -  West  Mersea 


On  11th  May  notification' was  received  of  9  cases  of  Food 
Poisoning.  On  investigation,  all  the  cases  occurred  in  one 
household  of  10  members. 

All  the  cases  occurred  at  short  intervals  from  the  27th 
April  to  5th  May  and  lasted  2  to  3  days  consisting  of  diarrhoea 
and  abdominal  pains.  The  ages  of  the  patients  ranged  from 
1  yr.  1  month,  to  70  years. 

The  cooking  and  preparation  of  food  was  shared  by 
Mrs.  0.  senior  and  Mrs.  C.  junior,  with  the  exception  of 
Mr.  C’s  food.  He  is  a  diabetic  and  his  food  was  prepared 
entirely  by  Mrs.  C.  junior,  who  was  the  only  member  of  the 
household  unaffected. 

Swabs  had  been  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  those  ill 
and  were  positive  for  Salmonella.  Unfortunately  Mrs.  C.  junior 
had  had  treatment  with  Sulpha  drugs  before  her  swab  was  submitted, 
and  although  she  was  strongly  suspected  of  being  the  cause  of  the 
outbreak,  absolute  proof  was  lacking^  The  food  partaken  had  been 
obtained  from  numerous  sources,  local  and  distant,  and  had  been 
disposed  of.  No  other  cases  occurred  in  the  vicinity. 

INFECTIOUS  &  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE 

Notifiable,  infectious  disease  generally  showed  an  increase 
in  Lexden  &  Wins tree,  whilst  in  Wivenhoe.  there  was  some  diminution 
chiefly  due  to  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infective 
Hepatitis,  The  increased  number  of  cases  in  Lexden  &  Winstree 
was  in  the  main  due  to  Measles  and  in  a  lesser  degree  to  Whooping 
Cough.  The  increase  in  Measles  was  119  over  last  year’s  figure. 
Whereas  the  disease  was  sporadic  throughout  the  year,  this  year 
the  majority  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  May,  June  and  July. 

The  outbreak  began  in  the  middle  of  May  and  continued  at  a  high 
level  to  the  end  of  the  third  week  in  July,  when  the  number  of 
cases  fell  rapidly.
